SUMMARY: THIS CABLE GIVES GUIDANCE ON NATO HEADQUARTERS 
EXERCISES HILEX 8 AND WINTEX-CIMEX-79, WITH WHICH WE 
AGREE IN CONCEPT AND WHICH SHOULD PROCEED AS SCHEDULED. 
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WE ARE STILL CONSIDERING-AND WOULD APPRECIATE MISSION 
VIEWS ON-SOME ASPECTS OF CONDUCT OF WINTEX-CIMEX, ON 
THE LEVEL OF HEADQUARTERS INVOLVEMENT IN HILEX'S AND 
WINTEX'S, AND ON PROBLEMS OF GENERAL ALERT AND DESIGNATION 
OF HOSTILE COUNTRY WHICH EMERGED FROM EXPERIENCE OF 
WINTEX77. END SUMMARY. 

1 . NATO CIVIL AND MIT, IT ARY AUTHORITIES RUN ALTERNATING 
COMMAND POST EXERCISES (CPX'S, INVOLVING NO TROOPS OR 
EQUIPMENT) CAPTIONED HIGH-LEVEL EXERCISE (HILEX) AND 
WINTER EXERCISE (WINTEX). 

2. EACH TYPE OF EXERCISE EMPHASIZES A DIFFERENT ASPECT 
OF ALLIANCE READINESS AND CRISIS MANAGEMENT. WE FEEL 
THAT THE WINTEX SERIES IF PRIMARILY A TOOL FOR THE MAJOR 
NATO COMMANDERS TO TEST MILITARY PROCEDURES. WE 
VIEW THE HILEX SERIES AS A BASIC TOOL FOR THE DPC TO 

TEST POLITICAL CONSULTATION AND DECISION MAKING ARRANGE- 
MENTS AND PROCEDURES AND, WHEN FEASIBLE, TO PERMIT FREE 
PLAY ON CIVIL AS WELL AS MILITARY PROBLEMS AND RESOURCES. 

3. SACEUR HAS PROPOSED THAT WINTEX 79 BE EXPANDED TO 
INCLUDE A CIVIL-MILITARY EXERCISE (CIMEX) AND THAT NATO 
HEADQUARTERS SPONSOR WINTEX-CIMEX 79. GIVEN THE TIME AND 
FUNDING CONSTRAINTS ON THE DPC AND HEADQUARTERS PARTICI- 
PATION WHICH ARE EMERGING, ONE OPTION MAY BE A MINIMUM DPC 
INVOLVEMENT IN 1979, BUT MISSION SHOULD LAY OUT ALL OTHER 
REMAINING ALTERNATIVES FIRST. IT MAY ALSO BE AN OPTION 
THAT WINTEX BE ALLOWED TO REMAIN A PRIMARILY MILITARY EX- 
ERCISE, BUT WE FEEL THAT CIMEX ELEMENT SHOULD BE ADDED AND 
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THAT NATO HEADQUARTERS SHOULD SPONSOR THE EXERCISE BY MAX- 
IMIZING THE USE OF CURRENT PERSONNEL RESOURCES. 

4. HILEX-8 IN 1978 SHOULD BE MAINTAINED AS THE CIVIL- 
MILITARY EXERCISE. US ELEMENTS PLAYING WILL INCLUDE 
STATE, DOD, JCS AND FPA. 

5. MISSION SHOULD PROVIDE DETAILED RECOMMENDATIONS ON 
LEVEL OF NATO HEADQUARTERS INVOLVEMENT IN HILEX AND WINTEX 
EXERCISES. WE FEEL THAT THE DPC SHOULD PLAY BOTH THE 

HILEX AND WINTEX SERIES, AND THAT THEY SHOULD HAVE FULL 
NATO HEADQUARTERS SUPPORT AS THEY WOULD IN A REAL WORLD 
CRISIS. TO THIS END, NORMAL BUSINESS AT HEADQUARTERS 
SHOULD BE SUSPENDED OR MINIMIZED TO THE EXTENT POSSIBLE 
FOR A SHORT PERIOD BEFORE AND DURING THE ALLIANCE'S TESTS 
OF ITS ABILITY TO MANAGE OR MEET THE THREAT OF 
WAR. 

6. MANY OF THE PROBLEMS RAISED BY THE PLAY OF WINTEX-77 
WILL TAKE TIME TO CONSIDER AND SOLVE. NEITHER HILEX NOR 
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WINTEX SHOULD BE CANCELLED OR POSTPONED. ANALYSIS OE WHAT 
WE WANT OUT OF CRISIS MANAGEMENT GAMING SHOULD PROCEED IN 
PARALLEL WITH ACTUAL EXERCISE PLANNING. 

- (A) TO FOLLOW UP ON THE CRITIQUE OF WINTEX-77, WE 
WOULD APPRECIATE FURTHER MISSION VIEWS ON THE PROBLEMS 
OF DECLARATION OF GENERAL ALERT AND DESIGNATION OF 
HOSTILE COUNTRIES. WE ARE INTERESTED IN YOUR ASSESSMENT 
AS TO WHETHER THE SHORTCOMINGS OBSERVED IN THESE AREAS 
WOULD OCCUR IN AN ACTUAL SITUATION OR ARE GENERATED BY THE 
WINTEX GAMING ENVIRONMENT. WE ARE CONCERNED THAT A REAL 
WORLD CLIMATE MIGHT BE GENERATED WHEREIN NATIONS WOULD 
FEEL CONSTRAINED FROM UNILATERAL ACTIONS IN PROVIDING 
SACEUR WITH EARLY MILITARY CONTROL OF SOME FORCES WHILE A 
POLITICAL CONSENSUS WAS BEING SOUGHT. 

- (B) WE AGREE THAT DECLARATION OF GENERAL ALERT AND 
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DESIGNATION OF HOSTILE NATIONS NEED ANALYSIS, CLARIFICA- 
TION AND REFINEMENT. WE SHALL AWAIT MISSION VIEWS AND 
RECOMMENDATIONS OF ALLIANCE MILITARY AUTHORITIES. 

- (C) WE CAN ENVISION A WELL-DRAFTED SET OF MARITIME 
RULES OF ENGAGEMENT IN WHICH ONLY MAJOR OR ESCALATORY 
CHANGES WOULD REQUIRE DPC CONSIDERATION, ES- 
PECIALLY SINCE SELF-DEFENSE OF UNITS IS ALREADY BUILT INTO 
ALLIANCE PROCEDURES. 

- (D) WE BELIEVE THAT BOTH HILEX-7 AND WINTEX-77 DEMON- 
STRATED THAT THE ALLIANCE SHOULD MAKE PLAY BY PUBLIC IN- 
FORMATION OFFICIALS AN INTEGRAL PART OF EXERCISE PLAY. 

- (E) DPC AGENDAS SHOULD BE FULL AND SELF-EXPLANATORY 
STATEMENTS OF THE ISSUES WHICH NATIONS ARE TO ADDRESS AND 
DECIDE. 

- (F) IF CRISIS CONDITIONS DEMAND, WE CAN ENVISION A 
COMBINED MEETING IN WHICH THE MILITARY COMMITTEE IS ASKED 
TO DEBATE AND MAKE ITS RECOMMENDATIONS EITHER SIMULTAN- 
EOUSLY OR IN THE PRESENCE OF THE DEFENSE PLANNING COMMIT- 
TEE, RATHER THAN HAVING NATIONS TABLE THEIR VIEWS IN 

TWO FORA AT A COST OF ALMOST A FULL DAY. 

- (G) NATIONS SHOULD EXCISE FROM THE DRAFT SCENARIO 
EVENTS WHICH THEY CONSIDER TO HAVE MORE POTENTIAL FOR REAL 
WORLD POLITICAL DAMAGE THAN MERITED BY THE VALUE OF COMMON 
PLAY BY ALLIES. 

- (H) AN ORANGE RESPONSE CELL WOULD ADD REALISM AND 
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FLEXIBILITY TO ALLIANCE GAMING. THIS WAS RECOMMENDED 
AETER HILEX-7 AND SHOULD BE UUILT INTO HILEX AND WINTEX- 
79. 


- (I) WE BELIEVE THAT ANY RESPONSE CELL SITTING IN

PLACE OE THE DPC SHOULD HAVE NATIONAL REPS SO THAT IT CAN 
IN FACT MAKE MINIMAL RESPONSES, IE NOT GENERATE PLAY. 

SUCH A RESPONSE CELL SHOULD HAVE THE SUPPORT OF SUBORDIN- 
ATE BODIES, AS WOULD THE DPC ITSELF. OTHERWISE, IT IS NOT 
WORTH HEADQUARTERS OR NATIONS PLAYING SUCH TIME SEGMENTS 
THEY WOULD BE BETTER DONE BY COMPRESSED-TIME SCENARIOS. 
COMPRESSED TIME COULD ALSO BE USED TO ALLOW MORE CONVEN- 
TIONAL CONFLICT BEFORE POSSIBLE RESORT TO NUCLEAR WEAPONS. 

- (I) POLITICAL REALISM IN SCENARIOS WOULD BE IMPROVED 

BY WIDER PARTICIPATION OP ALL DPC MEMBER-COUNTRY PLANNERS, 
AND A PINAL DPC REVIEW AIMED PARTICULARLY AT ELIMINATING 
EVENTS WHICH NATIONS WILL NOT WANT TO PLAY PORTHRIGHTLY 
AND CONSTRUCTIVELY IN AN ALLIANCE SETTING. HOWEVER, IT 
IS IMPERATIVE THAT SCENARIOS BE AS REALISTIC AS POSSIBLE 
IN THE INTEREST OP ACTUALLY TESTING POLITICAL CONSULTATION 
AND DECISION ARRANGEMENTS AND PROCEDURES. THE TYPE OP 

EVENT WHICH SHOULD BE ELIMINATED IS ONE WHICH IS NOT ONLY 
SENSITIVE BUT HIGHLY, REPEAT HIGHLY, IMPROBABLE. SUCH AN 
EVENT MAY BE IMPORTANT ENOUGH TO BE DISCUSSED IN OTHER 
ALLIANCE PORA SUCH AS THE PERMREPS LUNCH. 

- (K) PREE PLAY MAY OCCASIONALLY LEAD TO CONPRONTATION 
AMONG OR BETWEEN ALLIES BUT AN EXERCISE DRIVEN TOTALLY BY 
SCENARIOS IS TOO STATIC TO JUSTIPY THE RESOURCES WE PUT 
INTO THESE TESTS. 

- (L) IN NATO EXERCISES, WITHOUT HARD POLITICAL 
CHOICES AND THE REALISM OP PREE PLAY, WE ARE ONLY 
TESTING PROCEDURES TO SEE IF THEY EXIST, RATHER THAN TO SEE 
IP THEY OPORATE; THEREPORE, IT IS IMPORTANT THAT A PROPER 

BALANCE BE OBTAINED BETWEEN RISK AND REALISM. IN THE 
PINAL ANALYSIS, THERE IS NO PRACTICAL WAY TO TRAIN 
NATIONS TO TAKE THE RIGHT DECISIONS THROUGH ANY EXERCISE.
